The monthly meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council was held on 
Tuesday 17th July in Bar Hill School. 


Village Policeman 
The Parish Council was very pleased to hear of the appointment 


of PC Turney as full time resident constable for Bar Hill. At 
present PC Turney's presence in tne village is subject to the 
demands of policing the miners strike, but when this, is over 
he will be patrolling the village on a full time basis with no 
additional duties elsewhere. The Uouncil unreservedly welcomes 
this appointment and trusts that it will solve many of the 
problems previously experienced in connection with policing the 
village. 


Library 
County Councillor Coteman reported that a static library for 
Bar Hill is now part of the medium tern strategy of the County 
Council and that it should be in existence in three years' time. 
It is probable that a new building will be constructed to house 
the library but no firm decision on this has yet been made. 
Councillor Coteman promised to find out more information on this 
and will also ask those involved in planning the new library to 
consult closely with the Parish Council at all stages of the 
project. Meany residents will join with the council in welcoming 
firm plans for this long awaited and much needed facility for 
the village. :
